Operate 


From time to time there will occur 


particular information which will be 
of assistance to the public in general 
in knowing how their school dollar is 
spent, This is being fostered by the 
Arkansas Education Association for 
(he people in the state-at-large. 


Too few taxpayers know very much 


about the revenue which supports the 
public .schools of the state. Below is 
given some pertinent questions with 
answers about school finances: 


Question 1: How much money is 


available for public schools? 


Answer: A little more than 13 mil- year. 


lion dollars was available in 1936-37. 


Question 2: What part of the cur- 


rent revenue was federal funds, what 
part stale funds, and what part local? 


Answer: About three per cent came 


Irom federal sources, 38 per cent from 
state sources, and 59 per cent from lo- 
cal sources. 


Question ,'i: What arc the principal 


sources of federal funds? 


Answer: The WPA in 193C-37 sup- 


plied more than half of the federal 
funds, its contributions for salaries of 
teachers, janitors, and bus drivers be- 
ing approximately $245,000. Federal vo- 
cational funds received by school dis- 
tricts 
totaled approximaely $150,000, 


while the turnback from sales of tim- 
ber from the national forests amounted 
to approximately $37,000,

Question 4; What arc the prnicipal 


school fund* in Arkansas?
